The words make your calling and your elefion ſure 
ſtagger'd me not, nor made me have one doubt or 
queſtion whether my election was ſure, or whether 
| was ſaved from the wrath of God which is to come; 
for this I know, that I am ſaved from everlaſting to 
everlaſting ; this queſtion being put ro me, whether 
the ward did not ſpeak to me to make mine ſure, 
I know it was one of Satan's devices, for he hath 
many; I can ſee his cloven foot, it is one of his 
fiery darts with a long fiery tail, that burneth all 
them that are out of Chriſt, for he thar is under the 
Jaws is under the curſe ; it is as bad as the foxes that 
Samſon tied tail to tail, and pat fire-brands between 
their tails, and ſent them out into the ſtanding corn, 
where they deſtroyed all that was before them.

pray mind the words, for they are very precious to 
all them that believe theſe things are ſo ; that by 
his riſing from the dead, we who are rebels unto 
God's holy law by wicked works, are by his reſur- 
rection juſtified from all things, that we could not 
be by the law of Moſes, tor by the deeds of the law 
no man living is juſtified in the fight of God; for it 
is written, that the juſt ſhall live by faith, and thoſe 
are the juſt, who are ſure they are ſanctified f and 
juſtified ; ſanctified by his blood, and juſtified by 
his reſurrection from the dead; and are lure they are 
not in their ſins, and that their faith is not in vain. 
And ſo I ſay this is one of the darts from Satan, 
permitted of God to try my faith, I ſee that Satan 
hath a defire to ſift me, but I am built upon the rock 
of Ages, Chriſt being the chief corner ſtone, and the

than a baptized heathen, for I knew not the Lord that 
bought me, nor his way, which is Chriſt, *rill I was 
near fifty years old; now what I mean by a baptized 
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heathen is this, that a heathen knows not the living 
God you will confeſs, and we, although we be bapti- 
zed with water, know no more of the Lord by chat 
baptiſm than a heathen doth, let it be in our infancy 
or at riper years; for if a heathen ſhould be baptized 
with water, he would be as free from fin, as we that 
are baptized with water, and pretend to know the Lord 
becauſe we are fo baptized, but if a heathen be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghoſt, he is no more a heathen 
but a Chriſtian ; and he that pretends to be the Chri- 
ſtian by water baptiſm, is the heathen although bap- 
tized with water, Or if they fay they are born in a 
Chriſtian land, and of Chriſtian parents, ſuch a Chri- 
ſtian was I, till I believed on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
then I was baptized with the Ghoſt that is Holy, which 
is the Ghoſt of God, for God is a Spirit, and therefore 
I am baptized with God's Holy Spirit, which Spirit I 
am plunged into, and cover'd all over with the Spirit 
of God, not a Spirit of Deluſion, but with the Spirit 
of my Lord Jeſus Chriſt; and this is what I diily con- 
feſs and believe, and ſhall do *till the end of time, for 
Chriſt on whom I believe ſays to me, | will never 
leave thee nor forlake thee, thou haſt got a new name, 
it is written in the palms of my hands: And this is 
what I do firmly believe from my heart, and do bold- 
ly confeſs with my tongue and pen, that I am tree trom

I wiſh every man would con- 
ſider that he is but duſt, then he would know he is 
intirely helpleſs, and conſider that Chriſt was made 
ſtrength for us in our weak duſt, God being manifeſt 
in our weak duſt, hath ſeparated our ſins from us by 
his ſtrength, God making Chriſt in our duſt a man 
ſtrong for himſeif, that he ſhould be able to remove 
our ſins, As far as the Eaſt is from the Welt, fo tar 
have I ſeparated thy fins trom thee, ſaith the Lord, 
By that man in our duſt God Jaid help, and made him 
ſtrong, and ſo made him fin for us, and made us the 
righteouſneſs of God in him, he Jeſus being in our 
duit; ſo we are made the righteouſgeſs of God by the 
blood of Chriſt alone, which Nock is a cure for all 
diſeaſes that came in by the fall of Adam.

All thoſe that thus believe do live in Chriſt, where 
no fin is, for they know that their lite is hid in Chritt 
with God, and there can be no ſin there, Is not that 
a comfort to live where there is no ſin; well then, 
the Holy Gholt is that comforter, and they that are 
thus baptized are baptized into Chriſt, and all thoſe 


who believe that he was made ſin tor them, believe

be taken away from me; and having put on the Lord 
Jeſus Chrilt, all old things are paſt away, and behokl 
all things are become new, And this is the way I am 
made a Chriſtian, not by outward waſhings or purge— 
mgs, which cannot put away one ſin, And ſo lam 
Chriſten'd, Chriſt ſtanding in my ſtead, under the 
heavy burden of my fins, and I ſtanding under the ea— 
ty yoke of his righteoutneſs; fo that l am yoked to- 
gether with Chriſt, being bone of his bone and fleſh

T know and believe him. The Lord at that time ſaid 
to me, O man write, and I not obeying the call, ag 
not thinking it was to me to get up to write, but till 
lying a-bed, the ſame ſtill voice ſaid, will not you 
obey the call, ſignifying I call you to write to them 
that are in priſon ſhut up under the law, for he that 
is under the law is under the curſe, or of the works of 
the law; fo the Lord called to me * to proclaim liberty 
to the Captives, and to tell them that they are redeem- 
ed from their captivity: Write to# them that have 
ears to hear and hear not; eyes to ſee and ſee not; 
and feet to walk and walk not, that is, they walk not 
the ſteps of Abraham. I was called to write, and I 
have obeyed the call; for I have not wrote to one, but 
to all, as the Lord commanded me; for God defires 
not the death of a ſinner, but God's deſire is that he 
ſhould return and live, for God ſays, Turn ye, turn ye, 
why will ye die? This is the will of God, and he that 
knoweth his Father's will and doth not do it, will be 
beaten with many ſtripes. 

Then turn at God's voice when he bids you, God 
will not be trifled with, believing is turning and turn- 
ing is believing, as it is written, they believed and turn- 
ed to the Lord. Do you think God tells you a lye, 
when he ſays, Turn ye, Why will ye die. Do you 
think God bids you turn, when you are not in a wrong 


way; No, when God calls men to turn, he doth not 


make a mock of them, nor he will not be mocked of 
men. God tells you the way; he tells you that Chriſt 
is the way, the truth and the life. God ſays, This 1s 
my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleaſed, Hear ye him,

not 
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not hear yourſelves, for your own reaſon tells you that 
ſometimes you are better and ſometimes worſe ; but 
God fays you are toul from the crown of your head to 
the ſole of your feet, and in man dwelleth no good 
thing, and there is no foul or unclean thing ſhall ever 
enter into Heaven; you muſt be purged from all your 
uncleanneſs and from all your ſin, you muſt have your 
conſcience purged from all your dead works, and then 
you can ſerve the living God, whoſe eyes are too pure 
to behold iniquity.

and by his ſtripes hath made us whole, it is he that 
hath ſeeked right, for ſo he hath found the righte- 
oulneſs of God, and hath loſt his own covering that 
be thought he had of the works of the law, which 
is but dung and droſs, for the excellency of the

got the righteouſneſs of faith. You hear I confeſs 
J have Chriſt, and in him I have all things attaining 
to godlineſs, that is, to be like God, for God's righte- 
ouſneſs is Chriſt, he is the gift of righteouſneſs, and 


I have received the gift of God.

where art thou, Cen. ili. 10. and he faid, I heard 
thy voice in. the garden and I was afraid, becauſe I 
was naked, and I hid myſelf. — As Adam was afraid 
and aſhamed that he had diſobeyed God's command, 
ſo we are the ſame in that Adam, we are all naked, 
our own righteouſneſs will not do, for it is but filthy 
rags, But we, as Adam did by the fig-leaves, take 
theſe filthy rags and patch and join them toge- 
ther to cover our nakedneſs; we do one duty or 
another under the law, and ſo ſew them together, 
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and fit down and think that we are very good then,and 


ſpeak peace to our conſcience where there is no peace, 
and boaſt of the law through breaking the law, and 
ſo diſhonour God, by going about to eſtabliſh our 
own righteouſneſs (and will not ſubmit to God's 
righteouſneſs) which will not cover our nakedneſs : 
It muſt be the righteouſneſs of God which is in the 
ſecond Adam, which is the man God's fellow, who 
hath wrought it out, being cbedient to God's holy 
Law, even obedient to the death of the croſs. So 
God came not in his hot diſpleaſure to deſtroy vs as 
we all deſerved, but in his mercy and loving kindneſs 
to our deplorable ſtate ſpeaks comfortably to us, and 
ſays the ſeed of the woman ſhall break the ſerpent's bead. 
As for the ſhame and confuſion that we were in upon 
the lols of our firit ſtate, when we all fell in Adam, 
the caſe is as oppoſite as light is to darkneſs, for all 
old things are paſt away, and behold all things are 
become new.

Pour fins are ever ſo numerous, for the fountain of

Nov let us confider who is God's ſervant and elect 
no one is the ſervant of God, bur he that doth the will 
ot God, and it is the will of God, to keep the whole 
ten Commandments, loving our neighbour as our- 
ſelves; aud no meer man could ever do this, and for 
want of doing it, God pronounces this curfe and ſays, 
Gal. iii. 10. As many as are of the works of the law 
are under the curſe, for it is written, curſed is every 
one that continueth not in all things which are written 
in the book of the law to do them; and again the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt ſays by the Apoſtle St. Jam. ii. 9, 10. He 
that offendeth in one point, is guilty of all.

* hard all the days of his life, on purpole to lay up riches 
for his child, could that child fay 1 mult work tor that 
wich my father hath left me; no ſay vou, it was Work- 
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ed for before he was born; then what hath he to do, 
nothing but to adore and to admire the love of his fa-

This is directly our caſe. Nom. ix. 11. For the 
children being not yet born, neither having done any 
good or evil, that the purpoſe of God according to 
election might ſtand, not of works but of him that call- 
eth. God calleth us to believe on his Son, and ſays, 
Prov. viii. 4. Unto you O men I call, and my voice 
is to the ſons ot men; ſaying, Chriſt is my elect, pre- 
cious, it is he that is the rock of ages, the chief corner 
Stone, and the (Col. i. 18.) top Stone too; and when 
he was offering up his life for ſinners, it was then that 
the top Stone was brought in with a ſhout, and a loud 
voice, crying, 1! is fi niſb d, that is, Chriſt hath finiſhed 
our tranigreſſions, and made an end of fin; and that 
not of our works, nor by our works, but it was done 
before we were born, even ior you and your children. 
Rom. ix. 16. So then ſalvation is not to him that 
worketh, not to him that rurneth,for if we run ever ſo 
faſt after the works of the law to fulfil them, we ſhall 
never get to the end ot the law, but we muſt follow the 
Lamb whereſoever he goes, for he is the end of the law 
for righteouſneſs; and every one that believes this, 
hath righteouſnels that will laſt forever.

| at the Beginning of the Tear 1750. 


Honoured Father and Mother, 


HAVE been ſilent a long time, but I cannot keep 
ſilence any longer, Ja. Ixii. 6. For the Lord faith, 
ye that make mention of the Lord keep not ſilent, 
Although I have not an opportunity to ſee you with my 
f-ſhly eyes, and none bur my God, my everlaſting 
Father, my dear Redeemer (who hath redeemed me 
from the curſe of the Ii, being made a curſe for me, 
and for you, and tor as many as will come to him by 
faith, for without faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe him) 
knows whether I ſhall ſee you any more in the fleſh, 
although I have more earneſt deſire to ſee you now 
than ever I had in my life; and I mult ſay God's will 
be done, as it is done in reconciling me unto himſelt 
by the death of his Son: But it hath pleaſed God to 
give me the uſe of my pen, and what is more glorious 
than that, his Holy Spirit to write as a ready writer; 
and ſo I will by the ſtrength of my God and your God, 
for he ſays I will be your God, and ye ſhall be my 
people, and there is none ſhall be able to pluck you 
out of my hands, Father, I will an{wer to the words 
which you ſeut to my brother Peter, wherein you ſay 
You put your truſt in the merits of our Saviour Jeſus

bring in an evetlailting righteoulneſs. Who then ſays 
he hath not, the Devil? but we know he is a liar, and 
therefore we will beli-ve the report that God gives of 
his Son, which is everlaſting life, and that life is in his 
Son, And J remember, my dear Mother, ſome other 
words of yours, which I can ſay with you, P/alm 
xxxiv.
